1. I am the applicant in application Serial Number 10/800,793, filed 03/15/2004, for a METHOD 
FOR PRACTICING PUTTING AND APPARATUS THEREFOR. 

2 On August 25, 2005 the subject application was finally rejected. At that time I wanted to submit 
a continuing design patent application which claimed the filing priority of the subject application.
